The demand for oils is moderate, 
with but few changes in prices. Lard 
oil is a little lower. Domestic flaxseed 
has declined, but linseed oil remains 
steady. The demand for paints is fair 
for the season, with no special activity 
in any line. No important changes 
are noted. Drugs are in a fair jobbing 
demand, with a general firmness in all 
native roots. Manufacturers are buy- 
ing their supplies now, and it is found 
there is a smaller supply than usual. 
Heavy chemicals are very quiet, prices 
Je. remaining nominal, Light chemicals 

are in good demand, and the general 
} tone of the market is firm. 
ADY Money on call is somewhat easier, 
though still in active demand, and a 
commission of 1-64 is frequently ex- 
acted in addition to the legal rate of 6 
per cent. 

Time loans on Government bonds 
are quoted at 4@4'¢ per cent., while 
the quotation for stocks is about 6 per 
cent. Only the best names of commner- 
cial paper are in demand, and the 
quotation remains at 6@7 per cent.

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THE COTTONSEED OIL MARKET. 
For some time past prices for cotton- 
seed oil, both crude and refined, have 
had a downward tendency. This in 
view of the great promise of high fig- 
ures, with which the season opened, 
has caused surprise to persons not ac- 
quainted with all the facts. The gen- 
eral impression, based upon reports of 
a probable short crop of seed, was that 
the season would open at prices higher 
than usual, and buyers were, there- 
fore, prepared, in a measure, for such 
an opening. Theoutlook for the refin- 
ing interest was not flattering. -The 
foreign outlet had been curtailed by 
the action of the Italian Government 
last season, in levying a prohibitory 
duty on cottonseed oil, and high prices 
for crude meant a loss on the refined 
product, unless the home consumption 
should greatly increase, and competing 
oils continue searce and high. It 
is generally understood that three 
of the larger refiners entered into an 
agreement, such as they had usually 
made at the beginning of the season 
in past years, whereby each was to buy 
a certain quantity of oil, proportionate 
to the size of his works, and a certain 
territory was allotted to each, as a 
market for his refined products. By 
this arrangement there was no possi- 
bility of their different interests clash- 
ing, and at the same time they gained 
a certain control over the crude mar- 
ket, giving them an advantage over 
smaller competitors in making pur- 
chases of crude oil. The plan was put 
into operation, and worked well for a 
time, but the action of a fourth party, 
who had nut been taken into account, 
upsét the arrangement. This refiner 
bought largely in the South, and one 
of the parties fo the agreement above 
noted, getting an inkling of the trans- 
actions, mistook them for a breach of 
faith by the other two refiners, and 
after trying, without success, to obtain 
an explanatidn, he quietly withdrew, 
and started in to buy on his own 
account. This, of course, ended the 
agreement and left an open market, 
and in a short time prices began to ad- 
vance, reaching a point that would 
have been hardly possible if competing 
products had not been high at the 
time. All this occurred in the early 
part of the season, and consumers, who 
had obtained but meagre accounts 
from the Sonth during this period, had 
little or no knowledge of what had 
been going on. Almost the first inti- 
mation they had that the season had 
actually opened, were the published 
accounts of sales in the South at ad- 
vancing prices. The reasons given for 
the upward movement seemed plaus- 
ible enough, as they merely bore out the 
predictions of ashort erop ofseed. This 
had of course some effect in the rise, 
but the more potent reason for the 
advance at such a time was kept in 
the background. The weakness of the 
market, at present so plainly percepti- 
ble, began about a month ago, at a 
period shortly after the downward 
movement in lard, tallow and other 
greases set in. Prices previous to this 
had undoubtedly reached a point at 
which free buying was impossible, 
and as the by-product had by this 
time attained such importance and 
brought such remunerative prices, 
crushers were able to place their oil 
on the market at better rates. It will 
be remembered that, at the last con- 
vention of the cottonseed crushers, 
the subject of cottonseed meal as a 
fertilizer was discussed at some length, 
and was highly recommended for its 
value as a source of ammonia. The 
subject is certainly not a new one, but 
the publicity given it at the conven- 
tion brought it into more favorable 
notoriety, and since the opening of the 
season in September, the demand for 
cottonseed meal has been so great that 
crushers have had no difficulty in dis- 
posing of their prodesien, while in 
some instances the product of some 
mills for the entire season has been 





contracted for. Heretofore the meal 
sold for fertilizing purposes has been 
consumed in the immediate vicinity of 
the mills, the greater part of the cake 
being shipped to foreign markets un- 
ground; but this year other ammoni- 
acal matters being scarce and costly, 
the field has been greatly extended, 
reaching far north of ‘its former 
bounds, and the cake usually shipped 
abroad has been required to meet the 
home demand. The increased con- 
sumption has brought better prices, 
and with a certain market for the 
meal, this product has been brought 
up from a secondary position to one of 
great importance. In obtaining $33 
per ton for their meal, a price which, 
of late, has’ been regularly received at 
New Orleans, crushers have been ena- 
bled to go farther and pay higher 
prices for their seed. The result is, 
that districts where the surplus seed 
was formerly wasted, or, if not wasted, 
put to little account, are now brought 
into communication with the mills, 
and, whereas, in former times the field 
from which crushers drew their sup- 
plies was restricted to the compara- 
tively limited ‘area surrounding their 
mills, they now have almost the entire 
cotton-growing district of the South 
to draw from. Thus the enhanced 
value of meal has been an important 
factor in the causes which operated to 
bring about lower prices for oil. The 
decline in refined, although not un- 
connected with the reduced value of 
crude, is still due in a measure to out- 
side causes, whieh may be explained 
at a later date.

‘HERBS AND ROOTS. 


It will be seen by reference to our 
market reports that there has been 
developed, within the past few days, a 
decided firmness in the market for both 
roots and herbs so far as the list gen- 
erally is coucerned, the exceptional 
cases in which the prices paid have been 
lower than former quotations, being 
few. In the case of nearly all the in- 
digenous herbs and roots there has 
been an advance reaching as high, in 
some cases, as fifty per cent., or more, 
of the former ruling quotations. The 
reason for this movement appears to 
be that the manufacturers of extracts, 
resins, alkaloids, ete., have commenced 
laying in their winter's supply, and 
the stock of these articles is found to 
be much smaller than usual, while the 
demand for the class of preparations 
indicated is constantiy increasing both 
here and abroad. It is well known to 
both ap5Sthecaries and physicians that 
the use of crude drugs in medicine has 
been for some years and still is decrea- 
sing very rapidly in this country, their 
places being supplied by the more 
manageable and less disagreeable prep- 
arations in the manufacture of which 
the pharmacists of the United States 
take the lead of the profession in the 
world. Within afew years, also, the 
same movement has been made mani- 
fest in Europe, where American phar- 
maceutical preparations are rapidly 
crowding out the clumsy galenical reme- 
dies of the old pharmacopieas. In re- 
gard to such articles, for instance, as 
podophyllin (the resinoid obtained 
from the mandrake root), leptandrin 
(from Culver’s root), etc., our manufac- 
turers supply the requirements of the 
world. As a matter of course this 
growing demand causes a correspond- 
ing increase in the call for the crude 
drugs, but as this demand is fully un- 
derstood and anticipated, it would not 
of itself, under ordinary circumstances, 
cause so marked and decided a rise in 
prices as we note at this time. The 
reason for the anomalous position of 
the market at this time is probably 
found in the fact that the demand— 
which is not, in itself, remarkable or 
unusual—is made on a market which 
has not the stock to meet it. Careful 
inquiry at the leading centers of supply 
develops the fact that the stock on 





















































hand of the principal ro 
is exceedingly limited. The effect 
this condition of things we have indi- 
cated, and the best attainable infor- 
mation points to a firm market for 
these goods throughout the winter and 
spring. The reason assigned for the 
present scarcity is that the drought of 
of the past summer killed the 
herbs or dried them up to such 
an extent that much less than the 
usual crop was gathered. For the 
same reason a smaller quantity than 
usual has been dug of moét roots, es- 
pecially those which have annual her- 
baceous plants. Coupling this with 
the larger demand than usual, we can 
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@asily account for the rise in prices, — 


and when it is borne in mind that, for 
all the herbs, and all roots of the class 
indicated, the season for gathering has 
passed, the predictions of higher priees 
freely made by dealers seem to have a 
good foundation. It should not be 


forgotten, however, that there is al- © 


ways a possibility.of the increased de- 
mand and the higher prices asked and 
paid bringing out unsuspected supplies, 
Making all due allowance for this con- 
tingency, we are inclined to think that 
a flrm market and good prices are 
likely to rule in the market for indi- 
genous roots and herbs until another 
season’s crop shall be available, al- 
though we, of course, do not wish to 
be understood as predicting a continu- 
ance of prices now ruling in all cases.

The list of alleged 
competitors named in its denial of the 
charge of monopoly included no less 
than four concerns that are known to 
belong to the Standard combination, 
But a still more barefaced lie was the 
following: 

It does claim to be the great factor in provid- 
ing the people with the people with the cheapest 
known light. At the date of the organization of 
this company the price of refined oil was 261408 
per gallon, and now a better grade of refined oil 


is sold at 7igc. per gallon, in which reduction 
price has been produced from the fact that this 


company has at all times provided itself with the 
greatest facilities for doing work, and thus has 
been able to reduce the price below that of its 
competitors. 


It will be admitted that oil is 


lower now than it was when the 
Standard Oil Co. was organized; but 
so is printing paper, and so is cotton, 
and so is tea and coffee and sugar, and 
the Standard Oil Co., or any other 
monopoly, is as much to be credited 
with the decline in one of these articles 
as in the other.

different States.’”» What do the citizens, dealers 
and consumers of oilsinthe State of Kentucky: 
think of this extra tax levied upon them? I can- 
not to-day sell my oils to the wholesale trade of 
Louisville at any price, nor scarcely any through- 
out the States (although selling an honest, square 
oil, up to the legal fire test), while Carley can 
palm off upon the people as low fire test oil as he 
chooses, taking his chances of less of life or in- 
jury to persons or property from the use of his 
oils, comprising suits for damages, as in a recent 
transaction in which he paid $1,700 to the plain. 
tiff, a meager, paltry sum, but enough to show 
that he was pretty thoroughly frightened at the 
prospect of an investigation. If such conduct 
does not show the contidenee of an impudent 
and unscrupulous monopolist I should like to 
know what would? 


In view of this showing, which could 
be repeated in a dozen or more other 
instances, where the contrast would be 
as striking as between Louisville and 
Cincinnati, the role of public benefac- 
tor so unbecomes the Standard that its 
natural shrewdness should suggest the 
abandonment of that character for 
one for which its unfitness has not 
been so often made plain to the public.

Cotton seed sells at Little Rock from $10 to $11 
per ton. 

The lead smelting works at Portland, Maine, 
were destroyed by fire last week. causing a loss 
of about $15,000; one-half covered by insurance.

A break in the Buffalo Pipe Line at Allegany 
was discovered last Sunday night, but not until 
four or five hundred barrels of crude petroleum 
had escaped. Those living in the vicinity haa 
considerable fun during the evening by setting 
fire to the flowing oil. One man, evidently hard 
up for kindling wood, managed to save two bar 
rels of the greasy fluid. The damaged line was 
immediately repaired.

Experiments made with these ma- 
terials resulted in the production of an unusu- 
ally clear and colorless glass. Potters’ clay of 
superior quality is also reported in the same vi- 
cinity.

The Washington White Lead Works of Wash- 
ington, Pa., are manufacturing white lead by a 
new process, by which they claim to get 100 per 
cent. of the manufactured product from the 
crude material, while their process is completed 
in one fifth of the time required by the o'd 
method. The works of the concern cover eight 
acres of ground, on which are erected the various 
buildings, the largest of which is a structure 240x 
9° feet, two stories in heigth. They have every 
facility for receiving and shipping stock, the 
works being connected by side tracks with both 
the Pan Handle and Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
roads. The superintendence of the works has 
been assigned to Mr. Graham, a gentleman who 
has had 25 years experience in this branch of 
manufacture. The works have a capacity of 4 
tons per day. The lead is run through thrashers, 
of which there are 18, and by this process it is 
reduced toan impalpable powder. By the pro- 
cess employed by the Washington Company, the 
lead is floated, and is thus entirely freed from all 
gritand impurities. The company has a coal 
mine on its property, and the carbonic acid gas 
used in the process is obtained direct from the 
furnaces which supply the heat. Besides white 
lead, the company prepares and puts up ready 
mixed paints, making a line of 20 different colors. 
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Legal Notes, 


Whether an account stated that has not been 
objected to within a reasonable time is conclu- 
sive evidence that the balance found is due, was 
considered by the Supreme Court of Minnesota. 
in October, in Wharton vs. Anderson. Judge 
Clark, in the opinion, said: There is some con- 
fusion in the authorities as to the precise effect 
of # stated account upon the rights of the parties, 
but we are inclined to the opinion that it is only 
vrima facie evidence of the correctness of the 
balance and not conclusive ot it, unless in arriv- 
ing at the agreed balance there has been some 
concession made upon items disputed between 
the parties, so that the balance is the result of a 
compromise, or some act has been done or for- 
borne in consequence of the accounting, and re- 
lying upon it, which would put the party claim- 
ing the benefit of it in a worse position than as 
thongh it had not been had, so as to bring the 
case within the principles of an estoppel in fact. 
A stated account not effected by such new con- 
sideration or estoppel may be impeached for 
mistake or error in law or in fact with respect to 
the items included in it, or for omission of items. 
These positions are sustained by weighty au- 
thority. 


A corporation has no natural rights; it isa legal 
entity, an artificial person, and its rights spring 
either from legislative enactment or from 
comity; within the state of its creation it has no 
powers but those conferred upon it by the legis 
lative act which called it into being; and whether 
it shall or shall not perform any of its functions 
in a foreign state depends wholly upon the wish 
of such state, expressed either by statute or im 
plied under that general law known as interna- 
tional comity; and as a condition of doing busi- 
ness in the foreign state its legislature may put a 
tax upon it, in the opinion of the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania, in Commonwealth vs. Glouces- 
ter Ferry Company, decided in October. 


A creditor to secure his debt made a convey- 
ance of land to his debtor, and in that transac- 
tion falsely represented its value by adding the 
amount of the debt to the value of the property. 
The debtor sued his creditor for the deceit, 
Brown vs. Blunt, and the Supreme Court of 
Maine, in July, decided against him, Judge Bar- 
ron, in the opinion, said: To enable one to re- 
cover damages for false representations by a 
party when making a conveyance to him, it is es- 
sential that he should show that he had been in- 
jured. And when the only consideration for 
such a conveyance is that the plaintiff was in- 
duced thereby to pay his own debt, he cannot be 
said to be injured, because he suffers no damage. 
It was not defrauding him to induce him, by 
means of a false representation, to pay hié own 
debt.

Aduty of 25 cents per gallon having been lev- 
ied upon certain so-called Olive oil and imported 
byithe “Galatia,” May 6th, 1881, the importers 
claimed free entry on the ground that it was in 
fact “soap stock.” The special report of the 
appraiser shows .hat although the article is ob- 
tained from olives, it is the refuse, impure oil, or 
residuum, which has been treated with bi sul- 
phide of carbon, and can be used to advantage 
as soap stock. The department decides that 
where an article upon entry and examination, to 
bein facta soap-stock, and generally availabie 
ouly for such purpose, evidence of its subse- 
quent use as such jis not necessary for the pur- 
pose of entitling it to free entry, The entry is 
therefore readjusted accordingly.

CRYSTALLIZED ANHYDRIDE OF GRAPE- 
SUGAR FROM A WATERY SOLUTION OF 
GRAPE-SUGAR. Issued December 6, 1881. 
Claim.—The process of manufacturing crystal- 
lized anhydride of grape-sugar herein described, 
which consists in forming a solution containing 
about fifteen per cent. of water, with grape- 
sugar of upward of ninety-five per cent. in 
purity, and in filling such solution or mass into 
moulds of ordinary construction, and cooling it 
to a temperature preferably of about 100° Fah- 
renheit, and holding it at about that temperatzre 
for from twelve to twenty-four hours, or until 
thorough crystallization has taken place, and in 
then expelling the liquid therefrom by means of 
4 centrifugal machine.

Notes on the New Cuprea Barks. 


We have received from Dr. KR. V. Matti- 
son, of Philadelphia, advance proofs of the 
following notes upon the cinchona cuprea 
barks, which have recently attracted much 
attention as a source of quinia : 

About the beginning of the year 1857 there ap- 
peared in the London market a variety of cin- 
chona bark which, from its peculiar appearance, 
commanded much interest and attention, chiefly 
from its resemblance to the false barks which 
were devoid of alkaloids, and which yielded no 
result when submitted to Grahe’s test. This va- 
riety of bark, to which no attention was paid 
upon its tirst offering as it was confounded with 
the worthless Cinchona nova,* became interest- 
ing at once upon the statement of Howard that 
the variety yielded a good percentage of quinine. 
But little coming upon the market it was practi- 
cally lost sight of, it appearing, ceasing and re- 
appearing from time to time, until early in the 
year 1872 more than usual appearing at the 
London sales, Dr. U Hesse, of Stuttgart, as well 
as Mr. J. E. Howard, of London, transmitted a 
small quantity to Prof. F. A. Fluckiger, who 
making a careful examination described it at 
length (Archiv der Pharmacie, 11 Ser, 149, pp. 
244) and noted the points of resemblance and 
dissimilarity [between this bark and that of C. 
nova which it closely resembles, and which is 
quite free from alkaloids as stated by Hesse, 
Pelletier and Caventou and others, although 
Howard (N. Quinol, sub, voc. C. Magnifolia, fol 
77) received “a minute quantity of some sub- 
stance which behaves like an alkaloid” and 
which was hot to the taste and soluble in ether, 
giving a green coloration with chlorine water 
andammonia. The worthless C. nova has been 
so frequently confounded with C. cuprea that ap- 
pearing in the market at the same time, there 
seems to be little doubt that they must frequent- 
ly be found associated together in the native 
home of the Cinchona. 

The C. cuprea appearing in the London market 
of 1857, was noted in 1858 by Howard as con- 
taining on an average, sufficient alkaloid to 
yield 1 per cent. of sulphate of quinine. In 1871 
and 1872 quite a notable quantity of the Cuprea 
bark again appeared, and Dr. O. Hesse pub- 
lished the results of his analyses in the Berichie 
der Deutschen Chemischen Gesellschaft for 1871, 
pp. 818. 

The Cupreas again practically disappeared from 
the market until some two years ago when they 
began to arrive in London in large and ever in- 
creasing quantities and likewise in New York» 
until the market has accumulated a surplus stock 
of from 25,000 to 40,000 seroons. The arrivals 
of the past two years have all come from the

steam or hot air to drive off all traces of the 





























bark fields in the State of Santander which have 
Bucaramanga as their headquarters and depot of 
supplies. The cutting in these fieldg is now prac- 
tically at an end, most of the gathering and 
shipping having been accomplished through two 
well organized stock companies. Private letters 
from friends in the Bucaramanga bark district 
state that shipments of this variety after the 
close of the present year, will be very much cur- 
tailed, but that, these shipments promise in a 
much smaller way,to be continued for some time. 

The influx of so large an amount of this variety 
of bark andthe marvellous representations, or 
rather misrepresentations of the enormous ship- 
ments yet to be expected, had a disastrous 
effect on the quinine market from which it is 
now but slowly recovering. Its future effect on 
the market will probably not be so marked as it 
has been in the past unless new fields should be 
discovered. 


That the general trade may be in a measure 
guided in their prognostications of ‘‘quinine fu- 
tures” so far as that can be done in this era of 
speculation, we will say that the late arrivals of 
cuprea barks have as a rule contained much 
smaller proportions of alkaloids than the earlier 
shipments. This is stated in our private advices 
to correspond with bark gathered at a low eleva- 
tion as it has been repeatedly found in this as 
some other varieties, that bark gathered below 
4,000 feet contains a very small proportion of al- 
kaloids 

Aeculiarity of the C. cuprea is the fact of its 
containing a considerable quantity, varying from 
0.34 to 0.37 o1 0.41 per cent of pure amorphous 
alkaloid. That this amorphous alkaloid exists 
ready formed in the bark, and is not a product of 
manufacture or analysis is indisputable, and fully 
agrees with De Vrij’s ideas on the subject which 
when first advanced gave rise to so much dispute. 
The powdered Cuprea exhausted with ammonia 
water gives a purple-red liquor which precipi- 
tates with nitric or sulphuric acids. When this 
precipitate is removed by filtration and the yellow 
filtrate supersaturated with ammonic hydrate, a 
violet color is first produced which disappears 
with the formation of a precipitate which seems 
to bea decomposition product of cinchotannic 
acid. This cinchotannic acid however appears 
to give a much more intense green with ferric 
chloride than does the tannic acid, either of ordi- 
nary red barks, or of Cinchona nova. 


A considerable amount of interesting matter 
onthe subject of C. cuprea, embracing numer- 
ous analyses of this bark can be found in the Ger- 
man, Dutch, and French journals of the past ten 
or fifteen years. Among the latest notes of in- 
terest may be mentioned the communication 
made by M. Wurtz on behalf of M. Arnaud, who 
at the meeting of the chemical section of the 
French Academy cn October 10th, presented 
specimens of a new, well crystallized cinchona 
alkaloid obtained from C. cuprea, differing in 
ultimate composition from cinchonine by two 
atoms of hydrogen, presenting the moleculer 
composition of hydrocinchonine with which it is 
probably isomeric. M. Arnaud has named the 
new alkaloid cinchonamine. For further details 
the reader is referred to Comtes Rendus, Tome 
xciii., No. 15, and subsequent numbers. Mr. Ar- 
naud promises a detailed account of his analyses 
and experiments at a later seance of the Acade- 
my. 

C. Cuprea is also peculiar in the fact that it 
never contains even traces of cinchonidia. It is 
essentially a pure quinine bark and contains that 
alkaloid in quantities varying from 0.3 to even 
occasionally as high as 2.5 or 3 per cent. In not- 
ing the large stock of bark carried in the New 
York and London markets from month to month, 
it would be very desirable to be able to learn 
what proportion of bark which is classed as C. 
cuprea and hence represented as containing a 
gooc proportion of the quinine stock of the world 
in bark, is in reality not Cuprea bark at all, but 
the bark of C. nova, and, of course, utterly 
worthless. Recent samples from the London 
and New York markets indicate that the number 
of bales C. nova held in stock and called “ Cu- 
prea bark if not an inconsiderable element in 
determining the future price of quinine, and 
and that the real stock of bark available for 
manufacturing purposes is “onsiderably less than 
the monthly stock summary shows. 


(We think Dr. Mattiron is laboring un- 
der a misapprehension when he says that 
most of the gathering and shipping of the 
bark has been accomplished through two 
well organized stock companies. Gehe & 
Co., in their Handels Bericht for Septem- 
ber, also make this statement, which is an 
erroneous one. By far the greater part of 
the cutting, curing and shipping has been 
done by three individual firms. The two 
companies referred to are probably the 
“Compania Industrial” and probably the 
“Compania Central.” The first named 
company has its headquarters in Ocana, 
and isashipper rather than a cutter of 
bark. Its operations in cuprea bark have 
been comparatively inconsiderable. If the 
“Campania Central” is meant as the second 
one, it may be said that its operations in 
cuprea are also not worth mentioning. 
The gentleman accounts for the low grades 
of cuprea now appearing in this market by 
saying that it has been found that this 
bark, as with some other varieties of bark 
gathered below 4000 feet, contains a very 
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small proportion of the alkalo’ 
statement we must regard as inoscnael 
from the report made by Dr. Robbins upon 
the cuprea bark districts,in which he states 
he has seen bark gathered at 1900 feet which 
yielded 2 per cent sulphate quinine, and 
bark containing 2.42 per cent at 2700 feet 
elevation, and that 4000 feet, instead of 
being too low a range, is too high a one in 
the Bucaramanga district for cuprea bark. 
This corresponds with experience of ‘‘suo- 
cirubra” in the Jamaica plantation, the di- 
rector advising the planting of the ‘‘succi- 


eg at from 2500 to 4000 feet.—Ep.O. P.

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Olive Cultivation and Olive Oil. 


Enthusiastic Americans who anticipate 
the successful cultivation of the olive tree 
in this country will be discouraged by the 
report of Consul Crosby at Florence, who 
states that the greatest care and attention 
has been for years bestowed on the olive 
tree, and great efforts made to make it 
yield, when young, the expense¢ of its cul- 
tivation, and every known means to effect 


| this result have been tried without success. 


Calculations, from year to year, of the cost 
of planting, value of land, expenses of cule 
tivation, gethering the berry, &c., made by 
the most experienced and enthusiastic of 
farmers in Italy, show conclusively that, 
even under the most auspicious circum- 
stances of climate and weather, the tree 
does not yield a profit to the grower, under 
thirty and sometimes forty years. In Tus- 
cany, an old proverb runs thus: “The 
chestnut trees of my grandfather, my 
father’s olives, and my own vines,” Hill- 
sides, with a southern exposure, are almost 
always chosen for planting, either from the 
seed, branches, or the roots. Along the 
Mediterranean the olive tree does not thrive 
well when planted on the plain, and at a 
certain distance from the sea suffers much 
from a saline deposit on its leaves, which, 
if not washed off, by a timely shower, 
renders the tree for a long time unproduc- 
tive. The tree is an evergreen, retaining 
its foliage at all seasons of the year. It 
dreads damp air, and thrives best in fresh 
earth, which retains a certain amount of 
humidity, and does not become arid; for 
this reason, calcareous soil, which does 
not undergo either extreme of climate, is 
the best adapted to its cultivation; it 
fiourishes even in the cavities of the stoniest 
hills and mountains, and its roots will 
thread the smallest crevices of a rocky hill- 
side. To this quality of earth or soil is at- 
tributed the wonderful prosperity of the 
olive tree in certain parts of the Pisan and 
Lucchese territories, where it is absolutely 
planted in the calcareous rock, which being 
cavernous and spongy, retains just suffi- 
cievt humidity to nourish, and not injure 
the roots. It is said that the olive tree 
never dies, and that the most neglected and 
withered plants, with no earth to be seen 
round its roots, and showing no signs of 
vitality, may, by means of abundant manur- 
ing, by filling in earth around the roots, or 
by transplanting the roots into new ground, 
be reclaimed, and again made produstive. 
The berries are generally gathered in No- 
vember, just before they become ripe, and 
when a grape-colored tint appeurs upon the 
surface; though some growers insist upon 
the advantage of permitting the crop to re- 
main on the tree until January or February; 
the objection to this delay, however, is that 
the fruit gathered so late in the season, not 
only produces an inferior quality of oil, 
but also seriously damages the prospects of 
the next year’s crop. The berries are gath- 
ered as far as possible by hand, the peasants 
using ladders which will reach the highest 
points of the tree, great care being taken 
not to strike or even shake the limbs ~- 
shocks being hurtful to the tree, and are 
apt to seriously injure the young and ten- 
der branches, which are precisely those 
which will bear the next year’s fruit. After 
the olives are gathered, they are earefully 
placed on wooden racks in order to let 
them lose a certain amount of humidity, 
and constantly moved about to keep them 
well ventilated and prevent fermentation. 
In extracting the oil, great care must be _ 
exercised in the pressing of the olive, which — 
must be gradual and slow; for, if done with 
too much haste, as is often the case when 
steam is employed, the ei! is sensibly de- 






































































































































































































ak ed. If an oil of a very superior 
“quality is reqaired, great care is always 
taken not to crush the stone, or even to 
bruise it. The process of extraction varies 
according to the quality sought to be ob- 
tained, whether for the table, for burning, 
or for industrial purposes. The oil ex- 
pressed from the fruity portion of the olive, 
when obtained by gentle pressure, and 
without the agency of heat, is called virgin 
Sil; it is an exceedingly thin liquid, 
translucent, unctuous to the touch, and of 
@ color that varies between a faintly green- 
ish and amber tint; its taste is sweet and 
pleasant, and it has a slight olive odor; 
when of only recent preparation, it is some- 
what turbid, but after a short repose, it be- 
comes transparent, and deposits a blackish 
sort of dreg, composed of the fatty princi- 
ple of oil, mucilage, and azote. Next, after 
virgin oil, the result of cold and gentle 
* pressure, and which always retains the 
taste of the fruit from which it is expressed, 
and which serves us a condiment for food, 
and as a preservative of commestibles, such 

as the olive itself, the tunny fish, sardines, 
&., come other qualities known as ordi- 
nary oil, lamp oil, and Jastly, “‘olio d’in- 
ferno, used for machinery and industrial 
purposes, and probably so culled from the 
amount of heat and torture it has been 
subjected to in the process of manufacture. 
The ordinary oil is made from the second 
application of the screw, when the pressure 

is brought to bear upon stones, kernel, and 
every part of the berry; even boiling water 
being used as an agent to assist in the in- 
crease of the yield of oil. When the mass 

of paste refuses to yield any more oily 
matter to the press, it is placed in large 
troughs of clean water, and kept moving as 
long as it furnishes asingle drop of oil. 
This pasty mass, called ‘“‘sanza,” is then 
moulded into blocks, and set apart to dry, 
when it is much sought after for fuel for 
manufacturing purposes. Thus, from the 
moment the fruit is consigned to the press- 
room to the end of the process of extracting 
the ovil—even to the feeding of the furnaces 

of the workshops—not a single particle of 
the olive has been allowed to go to waste. 

‘ The process of clarification of the oil is 
effected naturally, by letting it stand for a 
certain time, during which the substances 
held in suspense are gradually deposited 

at the bottom of the receptacle. The oil is 
first placed in wide, low vases of earthen- 
ware, thickly glazed, and allowed to remain 
four or five days, after which the contents 

are drawn off, leaving the deposit behind. 
The more frequently the oil is separated 
from the deposit, the finer will be the 
quality. The oi however, frequently holds 
these substances for a long time in suspen- 

‘ sion, when it becomes necessary to have re- 
’ gourse to filtration, in order to accelerate 
the depuration and clarification. The 
filters used in Italy, and also in France, are 
formed of heavy vats, with a double bot- 
tom, which is perforated with conical- 
shaped holes, forming so many funnels, 
into which pieces of clean carded cotton are 
lightly placed. For the first few days the

Such paints are sold by the gallon, and it 
will thus be seen that any percentage of 
water which may be added affords a large 
profit to the manufactuter. They find 
their market with people who are not 
versed in the material qualities of paints 
The correct way of designating them is a 
sophistication. They pretend to be paint 
while, in fact, they are a composition of 
soap suds and any pigment which may be

and appearance of paint. Even the oil 
which necessarily enters into the compo- 
sition is shorn of its essential element as a 
vehicle for paint by being decomposed and 
made into soap suds, Some people would 
call such things frauds, in that they are 
well calculated to deceive buyers. They 
are induced by appearances to pay their 
money for ‘‘soap suds” when they thought 
to purchase paint It is not necessary to 
deny that these compositions have some of 
the elements and practical qualities of 
paint; but what of good oil, lead or zinc

Again, it ought to be re- 
membered that many se-called manufac- 
turers are simply dealers. Having bought 
a stock of linseed oil of some crusher, they

adulterant. They ate thus enabled to un- 
dersell the pure article, and very likely 
call themselves crushers or manufacturers 
of linseed oil. Many retailers of oil are 
induced to buy such oil, selling it for 
pure. If it works badly and is condemned, 
itis because it is Western or Eastern oil, 
or domestic, as the case may be. It would 
be wrong to suppose that all dealers are of 
this class. There are those who, having 
laid in a stock from some reliable mill, sell 
it as they buy it tinder the brand of the 
{ernsher. But unfortunately this is not the 
way of all dealers, and the consumer must 
learn to make his distinctions between the 
reliable and unscrupulous. The latter 
may easily persuade themselves that they 
can improve (?) upon the quality of linseed 
oil. A little mineral or deodorized fish 
oil may be added, and even cottonseed oil 
when cheap has been sometimes used to 
improve (?) the working properties of lin- 
seed oil. It is made siccative bya little 
more boiling, and adding an extra quan- 
tity of cheap dryer which still further im- 
proves (?) the oil. The fact is that many 
of the dealers in material are not practical 
men and do not appreciate the value of 
pure and unadulterated oil in painting. 
There are many so-called manufacturers 
who advertise their improved and superior 
substitutes for linseed oil. They are al- 
ways warranted to work better and last 
longer than pure linseed oil. On a street 
in this city, opposite the office of a large 
crushing house, is to be seen a dealer who 
sells improved linseed oil for fifty cents 
per gallon. He will tell you that paint- 
ers buy, and use, and recommend it. 
Now, every painter ought to know 
what he is handling when he mixes 
his pigment with an oil, but it is 
nevertheless a fact as we see by the dis- 
cussion among the car painters and the 
suggestions of our correspondent, that they 
do not always properly appreciate the im- 
portance of getting their oil from first 
hands, or else from reliable dealers whu 
cannot afford to palm off adulterated or 
sophisticated oil for the genuine article. 
The truth is there has not yet been dis- 
covered a substitute for linseed oil, and it 
is safe to add that it cannot be improved 
except by the refining process of settling, 
or otherwise removing the fibrous matter 
which necessarily comes from the crushing 





of the seed. 


One word as to the discrimination which 
our correspondent makes against Western 
oil. While there may still be some inferior 
Western linseed oil on the market, yet the 
older and established brands will compare 
very favorably with the Eastern made. 
The Consolidated Linseed Oil Company has 
done an excellent service in toning up slack 
crushers by their inspections. We think, 
therefore, he is in error in supposing that 

; the reputable Western crushers produce an 
inferior quality of oil. A very large pro- 
portion of the linseed crushed in this 
country is domestic and largely grown in 
the Western States. The quality ot the oil 
will depend upon the cleanness and other 
qualities of theseed crushed. The Western 
crushers ought to be able to secure as good 
stock as the Eastern. In a word thereisno 
reasou why the one should be inferior to 
the other, and the regular and ostablished 
Western crushers do probably mako as 
pure oil as the Eastern. Furthermore it 
may be safely assumed that no crusher of 
any standing could afford to adulterate his 
product and that he never does. The only 
probable distinction which should be made 
between the Eastern and Western product 
grows out of twa considerations, (1) Oare- 
less crushers. (2) Oil should haye time 


for ripening or settling after orushing be- 


@ chances are that these impure oils | fore is in weed, Tf Western mille are*~ 
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crowded that they cannot give their oj} 
time to settle before putting on the market, 
they must expect their prodiict t6 suffer in 
comparison. But we have no reason ig 
suppose that the Western crushers asa rule 
do not appreciate and act upon this theory, 
We would therefore advise our Western 
correspondent and readers generally, who 
have trouble in ptoctring pure oil from the 
dealer, to apply direct to the nhettrest 
crusher of linseed, being careful to distin- 
guish between him and a mere dealer such 
as we have described. Weare quite sure 
if willing to pay the market price, that un. 
der such precautions they will find no 
trouble in getting what they want, either 
from the crusher direct or from denlsra 
whom the former will recommend. The 
fact thut adulteration of oil is difficult to 
detect either by inspection or even analysis 
or in any way except practical test makeg 
thesé precatitions necessary. If youcannot 
trust your dealer go to first hands. 

A correspondent in the same isstie takes 
up the question and gives some very inter: 
esting information regarding the adulter. 
ants usually employed. He says: 


No man need be troubled by having adulterated 
goods palmed off upon him, unless he is himself 
at fault. ‘If he does not get what he pays for, he 
can compel the party selling him adulterated 
goods to refund his money. 

Adulterated or cheapened goods are so “fixed” 
because consumers demand them. In times of 
scdrelty of any article, prices advance, and it is 
because buyers are uiiwilling to pay the neces- 
sary price that “cheapening” comes into play, 
If any buyer wants a pure article, there are few 
dealers who would not rather sell a straight line 
of goods than otherwise. But the first question 
ordinarily asked is the price, the quality second. 
A line of goods costing ten per cent below the 
meérk+t price for the same articles by the cargo, 
will suit his trade, that suits him. 

The ‘‘bugbear” with many painters dppears ty 
be “pure oil.” The fact is, that the rarest thing 
he is likely to get in any way adulterated is lin- 
seed oil. Nothing is easier to detect than mixed 
linseed ofl. If it is mixed, itis done to cheapen 
it; now what are you going to add to linseed oil 
in sufficient quantity to cheapen it and not, at 
the first glance, give it away? Fish oil is the cry. 
What is this oil? It is obtained from the fish 
called moss bunkers or menhaden, which visit 
the Atlantic ceast in shoals. The first product is 
a nasty, viscid, blackish oil () This first run is 
strained, then refined by steaming and decanting, 
and so worked it can be brought to a sweetness 
almost equal to good cod liver oil, and of a color 
equal to the best samples of Calcutta seed oil. 
Deodorize it as you may, either with strongest 
smelling dryers, or perfume it in exquisite pro- 
portions with myrbane or citronella, and the fishy 
smell still remains; and, besides, after all this 
manipulation, it is nearly as costly as linseed oil 
itself. If one gallon of the best fish oil is added 
to half a barrel of linseed oil, tke fish oil per- 
fumes the lot; and of the common strained oil, 
one gallon will spoil a barrel of linseed. But fish 
oil is a fatty, greasy oil, and will apparently out- 
wear linseed oil, when used outside. Fish oil, 
mixed properly with good dryers, for tin roof 
painting is far better for wear than linseed (this 
from careful data.) But fish oil as a cheapener of 
linseed ol! does not work, 


Cottonseed oil is a bland, sweet oil, which has 
pushed olive oil. for all ordinary purposes, out of 
the market. It mixes with linseed oil admirably. 
As to appearance and odor it can be mixed largely 
with linseed without detection by smell or taste. 
If the market price of linseed were 70c or over 
in the ctusher’s hands, and cottonseed, of kit 
dred oils, were 55@60c, then, by mixing 4 
quarter or eighth, a profit would ensue. The 
trouble here is that it is not siccative. If it be 
made to dry, it dries tacky ard keeps tacky. 
This mixing is the most successful in appearance, 
yet if there is at any time a question, the refrig- 
erator will detect it. Well settled linseed oil will 
not congeal except in a temperature at about 
zero, Cotton seed oil (and its congeners) will 
reveal itself, even when mixed with linseed, ata 
temperature of 40° F., by thickening and becom- 
ing opaque. Mineral or paraffine oil is as digs» 
tinctive in its character as is fieh oil. It won't 
dry of itself in four years; of this I am certain. 
This oil, of a light color and body, can be had at 
low figures, so that to reduce the cost of linseed 
one gallon added to nine will pay a handsomé 
profit; but the bluish cast or tint pervades the 
mass when held to the sun’s rays. If you are 
looking for mineral oil, take your sample, put it 
in a vial, and add a little lime, soda water, oF 
other alkali, shake it up, and the linseed or other 
vegetable or animal oil will saponify; but the 
mineral oil will show itself in a stratum as s0O™ 
as the sample is at rest. The truth is, that if 
pure lineseed oil is called for from the smallest 
dealer, to the crushers of linseed—pure linseed 
oil will be got. Yet again, if you calculate to 
buy, from some “cutter” of prices, linseed oil 
“at cost,” or below cost, look out. Do not 
chuckle over your bargain, because that “outter” 
either is sticking you, or will stick his creditors, 
by and by.

Linseed oil is quiet. The weaker market for 
seed has had a depressing influence on the mar- 
ket for oil, aud since our last an easier feeling 
has prevaiied. Crushers have sold at 64c, and 
this may now be considered a full quotation for 
round lots. On jobbing sules 65c is still realized. 
The lower prices for seed have checked what- 
ever tendency toward an advance there had been 
in the West previously, but as many of the mills 
are still short of seed there has been no decline as 
yet. There is no Western oil offering in this mar- 
ket, and the quotation remains, nominally, 6iv. 

Calcutta seed oil has not sympathized with the 
decline in the domestic seed product, and re- 
mains steady at 70c, without much demand. 

Rapeseed oil is not offered so freely, still there 
is a large supply on the spot, which is being 
gradually worked off in jobbing lots at 87}4@90c 
as to quantity. A large buyer could still obtain 
alarge lot at 85c, but their is no inquiry for 
round parcels. 

Mustard seed oil meets with little attention, 
most buyers having compleved their supplies. 
Lots are offering at 65@67c for crude and 70@ 
75c for refined, but the quantity on offer is not 
large. 

Crude cottonseed oil remains dull with a down- 
ward tendency. It is reported that sales have 
recently been made in the South at 40@4lc at 
the mills, and although there is not a large quan- 
tity offering on the spot here, holders seem more 
inclined to meet the views of buyers. The latter 
do not appear to be in a hurry to secure supplies, 
the prevailing impression seeming to be that still 
lower prices will be named later on. At present 
the only business doing is of a jobbing nature, 
the lots bought going to supply pressing neces- 
sities. About 45@46c would be full prices, 
though up to 47}¢c has been paid ior smail lots of 
strictly prime, There has been no improvement 
in the demand for soap stock. The offerings are 
few, but there is no inclination to buy until 
lower prices have been reached. The market is 
gradually weakening, but no quotable change 
has occurred since our last. The nominal quo- 
tations at the cluse were 2}4@2}40c, but no doubt 
a lower bid would be accepted. Small sales of 
tank bottoms have been made at 3@4c.

Fire at the South Brooklyn Oil Works. 


At half past three on Saturday afternoon fire 

was discovered in the lubricating department of 
the South Brooklyn Oil Works, owned by Messrs. 
Borne, Scrymser & Co., and situated at the foot 
of Huntington’'street, Brooklyn. The men who 
were generally employed in the department 
were at the time eccupied in other parts of the 
works and before they could return and secure 
their clothing the flames had gained such head- 
way as to be beyond control. The building in 
which the fire occurred, and which was devoted 
exclusively to lubricating oil, was a new one and 
was detached from the other buildings of 
the works, and such admirable fire arrangements 
had been provided that little difficulty was ex- 
‘perieneed in confining the fire within the struc- 
ture in which in broke out. The only other damage 
done was toa lot of several hundred barrels of oil 
lying on the dock near the burning building, and 
which was about to be shipped for Europe. 
Luckily there were no vessels at the deck at the 
time, one having left just previons to the dis- 
covery of the fire. The damage caused by the 
fire will amount toa sum between $10,000 and 
$15,000, which is fully covered by insurance. 
The fire will cause some inconvenience but little 
or no delay in filling orders, as the other build- 
ings connected with the works were not dam- 
aged and work in them will go on without inter- 
ruption. The burnt building will be rebuilt 
immediately and, it is expected, will be in run- 
ning order by January lst.

The proba- 
bility is that the first of January next will wit- 
ness quite a decline in this direction, and it should 
be entertained finally until spring. In the mean- 
time there will occur a large falling off in the 
quantity of oil run into the pipe line, During 
oold weather a large shortage always results 
from the effects of the visits of Jack Frost. And 
when an estimate is made of this item it appears 
more startling than one at first could be led to 
belteve. If at each tank two (2) barrels beeomes 
absorbed we have a total loss of over 22,000 
barrels, allowing one tank to each well. Of 
course this would not indicate a decline in the 
production of the wells of an equal amount, but 
it would indicate a shortness in the quantity 
reached or received by the pipelines. All these 
things are straws which go with the wind of the 
region. 


PROPRIETARY ARTICLES. 

The demand for proprietary artitles has slack- 
ened off somewhat owing tothe near approach 
of the season of taking stocks. but a good out- 
look is noted for the future. 

An adjourned meeting of the Proprietary Med- 
icine Dealers and Manufacturers’ Association was 
held on Thursday of last week, at the office of 
Cc. N, Crittenton, in this city, with the above 
named gentleman in the chair, The committee 
appointed at the last meeting to select a list of 
officers for the ensuing year reported as follows * 
For president, C. N. Crittenton; 1st vice-presi- 
dent, W. H. Hall, of Hall & Ruckle ; 2d vice-presi 
dent, Wm. Weeks, of Weeks & Potter ; 3d vice- 
president, Mr. McPherson, ef Johnson,Holloway 
& Co.; treasurer, G. N. Curtis ; secretary, Fred. 
H. Humphreys; recording secretary, Samuel 
Curtis. The following named gentlemen were 
aypointed on the executive committee: 
F. W. Hurtt, Brent Good, W. A. Gellatly, Dr. F. 
Humphreys, Dr. J. H. McLean, 8. R. Pinckney and 
Jno. F. Henry. 

Upon motion,t name ofthe Association was 
changed to The Association of Manufacturers of, 
and Dealers in Proprietary Articles of the United 
States. The chairman of the committee appointed 
to draft a memorial for presertation to Congress 
then presented the draft of a memorial, from 
which we extract the following: 

This tax is excessive, and out of all proportion 
to the profits of the business, the needs of the 
Government, or the tax upon other industries, It 
is one cent for all articles sold at twenty-five cents 
Or less; two cents for fifty cent articles, and in 
that proportion for higher priced goods. The 
Taw enacts that a stamp issued and sold by Gov- 
ernment, corresponding to this amount, shall be 
purchased, cancelled and applied to each sepa- 
rate item of goods before it leaves the posses- 
sion of the manufacturer. It includes also all 
cosmetics, perfumeries,and even upon offic nal 
preparations. Thus the taxis paid on all goods 
lest in transit, burned or destroyed by fire or 
water, and upon goods lost by bad debts, fraud 
or insolvency. The tax is assessed upon the nomi 
nal retail price. But as the manufacturer sells to 
the jobber, and he to the retailer, and he 
to the consumer, the nominal tax of four per 
cont becomes eight per cent when the goods 
reach the jobber, and fully ten per cent when the 
losses from fires, failures, damage in transit, 
frauds, &c., are taken into consideration. 

Then follows in substance what was said the 
week previous. In conclusionthe report says: 
“This industry bears its full share of special tax- 
ation inthe tax on the alcohol which it con- 
sumes. This is atax which it cannot avoid or 
evade, which, without special machinery, is 
already collected and paid, and which reaches, 
with but little distinction, every branch of the 
business.. The special tax isa relic of war legisé 
lation every way objectionable and oppressive, 
and should have long ago been erased from our 
statute books. 

At the last session of Congress Tax Commis- 
sioner Raum recommended its repeal. The 
House Committe of Ways and Means also, after 
careful consideration, recommended its repeal, 
in connection with that of the tax on other in- 
dustries, and a bill, embodying such provisions, 
was prepared, which owing to limited time of 
the session failed to secure a vote. 

The report being considered by the Committee 
too long was referred to a committe consisting 
of Dr. Humphreys, W. A. Gellatly, and J. F. 
Henry for revision, the committee to report at 


the next meeting, when another committee of 
a ve be appointed to go to Washington and 


The Cincinati Failure. 

The assignmont of Mr. J. 8. Bardsal, of Cin- 
cinnati, doing business under the style of J. 8. 
Burdsal & Co., which was announced on Wed- 
nesday of last week, had very little effect in this 
city, as his liabilities to the trade were not large 
in the aggregate, nor have we heard of any credi- 
tors whose claims are for large amounts. The 
assignee, Mr. Benjamin H. Cox, has issued a cir- 
cular calling a meeting of creditors to be held 
at the store on Monday next at 10 o’elock. The 
reason which led Mr. Burdsal to make an assign- 
ment was the impossibility of getiing further 
extensions of loans which he had been obliged 
to contract on the retirement of his special part- 
ner about two years ago. The exact amount of 
Mr. Burdgal’s liabilities is not known but it is 
supposed to be aboct $60,000, and it is estimated 
that the assets will be sufficient to pay from 30 to 
60 per cent. of the indebtedness. Mr. Burdsal 
has always borne an excellent reputation in the 

une has called outa gen. 
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Petroleum in Iron Making. 


Mr. W. K. McOlees, Secretary of the 
Poughkeepsie Iron and Steel Company, 
has written the following letter to the edi 
tor of the Bulletin:—‘‘Some time ago you 
requested a brief reference as to our suc 
cess at Poughkeepsie, New York, in making 
iron diregtly from the ore with crude 
petroleum for fuel. We have two deoxidi- 
zers, each over a puddling furnace; they 
were finished only last week. They were 
both immediately filled with pulverized 
magnetic ore and pulverized charcoal 
Each deoderizer has twelve retorts, say 
twenty feet® high. As it requires about 
twelve hours to deoderize the ore, the fur- 
naces were both charged with scrap iron, 
in order to get the heat utilized, and make 
bar while waiting on the ore. 

The petroleum was turned on from a 
half-inch pipe which entered a blast tu- 
yere, atomizing the oil completely as it 
entered the combustion-chamber of the 
furnace. A half-shovelfal of burning 
charcoal ignited it in ten seconds, 
after entering, when a blast near 
by carried the flame over the bridge 
upon the iron, passing on through 
the deoxidizer, then through the boiler. 
The rapidity of melting scrap astonished 
old iron makers, and the quality of the 
bar, considering the quality of the scrap, 
was also astonishing. The flame could 
have been blown fifty feet. The granu- 
lated ore is carried to the top of the retorts 
by elevator buckets, The deoxidation of 
the ore is continuous. The ore is charged 
at the top in quantities to replace that 
drawn into the furnace.

Drilling in Germany. 

The difficulties of drilling for oil in Ger- 
many are clearly stated by the following, 
taken from a correspondence in an ex- 
change: ‘‘I think there have been no dril- 
lers ever come to Germany who could com- 
pete with us in this difficult place to drill. 
There was a company of Pennsylvania 
men here last winter who made a misera- 
ble failure of it; at a depth of 600 feet 
they stuck their pump and left. The first 
well we sunk was at Cline Adessa. Weep, 
countered 37 feet of sand and gravel, then 
clay, soft rock which caved, and soapstone. 
After going past the depth where they get 
a little oil, we quit at 290 feet and went to 
Celle, about forty miles northwest. Here 
we encountered 70 feet of sand and gravel. 
Leaving that well at a depth of 120 feet, we 
proceded to Adessa, dismantled our 
rig and moved four miles north- 
east of the quaint old city of 
Brunswick, and here we are drilling ata 
depth of 440 feet in clay. In this well we 
passed through quite large beds of sulphate 
of iron, with no signs of oil. In this well 
there is 115 feet of 8 in. casing and 290 
feet of 6in. casing. We are now waiting 
for 5in. to shut cff the cavings, which are 
very bad. We ought to be fair judges 
about how much a wellis pumping. In 
our opinion the celebrated Mohr-well 
never went more than 50 bbls a day, and I 
understand since she is not pumping any- 
thing as the water has drowned them out.” 
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Oil Lands in Kussia. 


The following translation from a recent 
article in the Paris Journal of Mines is taken 
from the Petroleum World, and will doubt- 
less prove interesting to a large number of 
our readers: ; 

“The petroleum trade is acquiring every 
day more important proportions. It is at- 
tracting the attention of speculators, and 
operating for oil is carried on wherever 
there is a possibility ofits presence. The 
sources of petroleum are becoming ex- 
hausted in countries where they formerly 

poundec, but new sources discovered in 
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Thousands of dollars have been engulfed 
in the oil business. Part of this money 
has been lost unproductively, but another 
part yields sums almost fabulous. In 
short, everywhere a febrile activity ap- 
peurs, and the oil trade is gaining more 
and more ground. With difficulty can one 
cite another industry whose »dvantages 
are so evident, whose securities are so in- 
contestable, The petroleum trade had 
contributed towards enriching not only 
certain individuals, but it had also made 
wealthy a whole immense country with its 
many millions of inhabitants. This fact is 
obvious, and this it is which is directing a 
large capital in quest of oil. Search for cil 
is on the increase in Germany, Italy, 
Russia, Austria, &e., and is accompanied 
by results more or less satisfactory. 
Nothing checks the enterprising spirit of 
the operator, neither religion, culture nor 
national prejudice, nor personal sympa- 
thies or antipathies. Persons in quest 
of oil shake. hands in every corner of the 
earth. 

Nevertheless the conditions of this in- 
dustry are not known in all countries, and 
it seemed to me that it would be of inter- 
est to set before the French public these 
conditions for Russia, a country possessing 
petroleum resources of immense wealth. 
Moreover scareely anything is known in 
Europe of industrial life in Russia, hence 
these conditions cannot but interest Euro- 
peans. All the articles given below are 
perfectly accurate and official. Oil pro- 
ducing, its treatment for the extraction of 
its illuminating and lubricating materials 
and other constituents, are wholly exempt, 
from all tax. All desiring to operate tor 
oil are allowed to do so, The monopoly 
over oil was abolished February 1, 1872. 
Russia possesses in many districts several 
scores of million square miles of oil land, 
The terms of operating are as follows : 


Section 1.—The general supervision of 
private oil trade in all the Russian Empire 
belongs to the Department of the Minister 
of Finance and centres in the Department 
of Mines. 

Remark—In the Caucasus and Transcau- 
casus this supervision belongs to the Lieu- 
tenant of His Majesty, the Emperor, with 
the adoption of rules and regulations sét- 
ting forth the rights of the Lieutenant of 
His Majesty, the Emperor. 

Section 2.—The local supervision of this 
industry is amenable to the local magi- 
strates and to persons in charge of the pri- 
vate business of the wells. 


Section 3.—The functions of the local 
government of the wells embrace: (q) the 
observance during the work of measures of 
safety for the purpose of insuring the 
health of the employes and prevemting ex- 
plosions, fire, land slides and blastings 
which may endanger the lives of the work- 
men and the inhabitants in the neighbor- 
hood; (b) the control of the plans for the 
underground work upon lands devoted ex- 
clusively to the oil business; (c) the col- 
lection of statistics of the oil trade. 

Section 4.—Operating for oil and its pro- 
duction upon lands constituting the sole 
property of individuals or of societies, as 
well as upon lands worked by said persons 
in societies, or upon ground given over to 
the work, are relinquished in their entirely 
to their owners; strangers can operate 
them only on condition of being authorized 
to do so by the owners, who ane regarded 
as forming part of the local government ef 
the wells of every new source of oil dis- 
covered. 

Section 5.—Every individual enjoying 
the rights of citizenship, be he a Russian 
subject or a foreigner, is allowed to search 
for oil and to produce it upon virgin soil 
belonging to the owner. 

Section 6.—To seek for petroleum 
springs, conveyed to the surface without 
the work of digging, is granted without 
preliminary authority to individuals upon 
lands belonging to the crown. 

Section 7.—Every person desirous of ob- 
taining the right to operate and scarch for 
oil, on any portion whatever of virgin lands

Heavy Chemicals. 


The past week has been a quiet one in the 
heavy chemicals and but little of interest has 
occurred. Buyers are only taking small parcels, 
and there have been  liurge transactions, 
Prices are unchanged, but notwithstanding the 
light demand, sellers are steady in their views, 
and are not forcing goods, preferring to hold 
them fora better price. The foreign markets 
are reported as quiet, and by our advices we 
learn that about 85 % of the alkali manufacturers, 
at a recent meeting at Liverpool resolved to re- 
duce their output about 20%. Arrivals continue 
light, and some descriptions are becoming quite 
scarce on spot. This also hasa good effect on 
prices, and some are tending to a firmer basis. 

Carbonated ash 48% is not offering very freely 
and there is a firm feeling among sellers. There 
is nothing offering now below 1 60c, and some 
sellers are asking this figure for either spot or to 
arrive, but 155c would buy futures. We heard 
of asale of 50 tons at160c. High test is in the 
same position, and quotations vary according to 
brand. . One seller is quoting 1 5714c@1 60c 
while others are naming as high as 170c. There 
have been some sales of it at 1 60c, the transac- 
tion reaching 150 tons, and 50 tons in Boston at 
same figure. Newcastle ash is quiet and we hear 
of no sales. 

Alkaliis not wanted beyond a few small or- 
ders. There is a steady feeling and the price 
now named for 36¢ is 1}c, though we hear that 
this could be shaded. Refined is quiet and un- 
changed. 

Jaustic ash 48% has not changed in price and 
the demand is very light, the only sales being of 
small parcels. For small lots 160c is quoted, 
buta fair order could be filled at155c. High 
test has continued quiet,and we only hear 
of 25 tons for which 1 60c was paid,but there are 
sellers who name 1 55c, and the market closes at 
1 55@1 606. 

Caustic ash 60% is unchanged in price and par- 
cels are still to be had at 3 65@3 70c as to brand. 
There isnot much offering but the supply is 
equal to the demand. There have been saies of 
100 dms at 3 65c. High test is somewhat steadi- 
er and we do not hear of any te be had at better 
than 3 32144@3 335c, though one seller is said te be 
willing to accept 3 30c for a quantity. The sales 

‘are 100 dms at 3 32}¢c and 50 dms at 335c. Sev- 
enty-six per cent has not changed and the mar- 
ket is quiet. 

Sal soda continues to be firmly held for spot, 
which is still scarce, and 144c is being paid for 
the lots moving. Buyers will not take more than 
they requ're at this figure and we only hear of 
50 tons in lots. To arrive there is a little inquiry 
and 1 10c is the bottom. There have been sales 
of 50 tons at this, and further Jots are obtainable 
though 1}éc is quoted by some sellers. 

Bleach is not so active, and we do not hear of 
any new contracts. There is not so much frm- 
ness as at our-last and, though the askin, prices 
are 13g4@1 40c aod sales are reported of 200 cks 
at these figures, a shade less would be accepted 
from a good buyer and 1 35c would probably be 
taken. Therehave been sales of afew casks 
on spot at 130@1%gc, 25 cks brand not 
named.

Arsenic isin moderate jobbing demand on the 
spot but as no additions to the supply have been 
received since our last prices are firmly sup- 
ported. We hear of sales of 30 kgs from store at 
3c. There is not much inquiry for lots to arrive 
and the only sale we heard of was a lot of 50 kgs 
at Ze. 

Acetate of lime is unchanged in price and a 
steady feeling is maintained, manufacturers 
having cleared up old orders are offering more 
freely, but the wants of consumers are not very 
great and few contracts are reported.

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Aconite Leaves. 


‘ {Aconitum Napellus,) 


Aconite, Monkshood, Wolfsbane. 
Zisenhutkrant. 
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Balsam of Canada Fir. 
This pleasant balsam is just now getting 
scarce, and consequently high in price, 
which may tend to make the following note 
in its early history, by Professor Fluckiger, 
which we find in the American Jonrnal of 
Pharmacy, of interest to our readers. The 
Professor says: 

In the short article devoted to the above 
drug in my ‘‘Pharmakognosie des Pflan- 
zenreiches,” Berlin, 1881, p. 70, I availed 
myself of the opportunity of completing its 
history, being kindly assisted in my inves- 
tigation by my friend, Dr. Charles Rice, of 
New York, as well as Mr. Wm. Saunders, 
of London, Ontario. Iam indebted to the 
latter for the following information, as 
met with in Boucher's ‘‘ Histoire de la 
Nouvelle-France,” dated October 8th, 1663, 
“de la Ville des Trois-Rivieres en la Nou- 
velle-France.” The author states: ‘Ilya 
des sapins comme en France: toute la dit- 
ference que j’y trouve c’est qu’a la plus 
part il y vient des bubons a l’ecource qui 
sont remplis d’une certaine gomme liquide 
qui est aromatique, dont on se sert pour 
les playes comme de baumes, ilna’ pas 
gueres moins de vertu.” In English: 
There are pines or firs like those in France, 
except that they have little swellings in the 
bark, which are filled with a certain aro- 
matic gum; this has been found as useful 
for wounds as the balsams. I need scarcely 
point out that similar swellings or resin 
ducts are also met with, in France, in the 
bark of Abies pectinata. See ‘‘ Pharma- 
cographia,” 2d edit., p. 615. 

This isa very plain information, which, 
however, does not refer tothe earlier period 
of the French settlement in Canada. I 
therefore tried to consult some earlier ac- 
counts of the French explorations in that 
country. I had not before me that of 
Jacques Cartier, of Saimt-Malo, who in 1535 
and 1541 paid a visit to Canada, and 
reached the place of the present city of 
Montreal. Cartier’s journey was very

short, and his accounts too meagre as to be 
expected to contain any allusion to the 
balsam under notice. A thorough explora- 
tion of Canada and the foundation of the 
colony was due, from A.D. 1601 to 1635, to 
Samuel Champlain, a very active and intel- 
ligent officer of the French navy’ His ac- 
counts being not at my disposal, I referred 
to those of Mare Lescarbot, who visited 
Canada in 1606, and wrote in 1612 the 
‘*Historie de la Nouvelle-France, conten- 
ant les navigations, decouveries et habita— 
tions faites par les Francois dans les Indes 
Occidentales et Nouvelle-France,” etc, 
There is a reprint of tue original edition, 
published in 1866, at Paris, by Kdwin 
Tross, 3 volumes. In the third volume of 
this recent edition there occur the follow- 
ing statements: 


Page 805: The author mentions excellent 
bricks to have been made of Canadian clay, 
the bricks being used for constructing 
chimneys and furnaces, the latter intended 
for melting the gum of pines (‘*fondre la 
gomme de sapin”). This may as well re- 
fer to the solid resin of Conifers, yet at 
page 811 mention is made of the healing 
virtues of the resin, i.e, no doubt, the 
turpentine or balsam:. . . ‘‘ Et sur le pro- 
pos de guerison il me souvient d’avoir oui 
dire au Sieur de Poutrincourt qu’il avoit 
fait essay de la vertu de la gomme des 
Sapins de Port Royal.” (‘‘And speaking 
of cures, I remember to have heard the 
Sieur de Poutrincourt say that he had tried 
the virtues of the gum of the firs of Port 
Royal.”) And, still more explicit, page 
820, Lescarbot says that the pines of Can- 
ada are very rich in gum, so that some of 
them die an account of its too large quan- 
tity. This gum he found to be as fine as that 
of Venice, and quite excetlent in pharmacy. He 
furnished some churches in Paris with it, 
and was told that it made a very good in- 
cense, or, in his own words: ‘*De Bois 
exquis je n’y sache que le Cedre et le Sas” 
saf ras: mais des Sapins et Pins, se pourra

tirer un bon profit, parce qu’ils rendent 
de Ja gomme fort abondamment, et meu- 
rent bien souvent de trop de graisse. 
Cette gomme est belle comme Terebenthine 
de Venise, et fort souveraine a la Phar- 
macie. Jen ay baille a quelques eglises 
de Paris pour incenser, laquelle a este 
trouvee fort bonne.” (*' Of fragrant woods, 
I know only the cedar and, the Sassafras, 
but the Firs and Pines ought to yield a 
good profit because they furnish gum in 
great abundance, and often die from an 
excess of it. This gum is as fine as Venice 
turpentine, and is sovereign in Pharmacy. 
I have given some of it to some of the 
churches in Paris to be used as incense, 
where it was found very good.”) 

Sassafras, it may be observed, is men- 
tioned here, apparently, as a timber; it is 
now in Canada, as far as I know, rather 
bushy than a strong tree, which would be 
able to yield any timber wood. As to the 
perfume of the turpentine of Canada, as 
displayed in the churches of Paris, we may 
mention that Monsieur Lescarbot was not 
a naturalist, but an advocate.

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Candle Making. 

While petroleum has very far superseded 
candles an an illuminant, by reason of its 
obvious supériority over the ‘‘candle of 
our daddies,” the competition has had the 
effect of so revolutionizing the methods 
of candle making, and so perfecting the 
product, that its use is not likely to be 
wholly given up in favor of any competi- 
tor with which we are now familiar. In 
some countries, notatly those in which 
the prevailing religion is that of Rome, 
the candle finds extensive use, and in 
countries where this motive for its reten- 
tien does not exist, it is largely employed 
in certain industrial uses, to which no 
other form of light is equally applicable. 
The evolution of the candle is an interest- 
ing history, and is told in an interesting 
way by the Scientific American, in an article 
descriptive of a large manufactory.

The discovery of gas ighting and im- 
provements in lamps have done much to 
enrtail the manufacture of candles, but it 


flame, where the combustion is most per- 
fect because of the liberal supply of oxygen 
received from the air, and thus the wick is 
continuously consumed, The process is 
helped by. steeping the wick in boranic 
acid, in order that a glassy bead may be 
formed at the end of the wick, and drop off 
by its own weight. This plan was sug- 
gested by De Milly in 1830. 

Three processes are necessary in the 
preparation of the fat forthe mould The 
glycerine must be removed, the acids 
must be freed from the new bare com- 
bined in getting rid of the old, and the 
solid acids must be separated from the 
liquid. In the first process the principle 
followed is the law in chemistry, according 
to which a strong base under favorable 
conditions will separate a weaker one from 
its acids by combining with the acids and 
taking the place of the weaker base. The 
fat is thereby saponified, a soap being 
formed, which is next decomposed, the 
fatty acidw liberated and then separated. 
In this last process begins the employment 
of mechanical instead of chemical means, 
for, though repeated dilutions would 
effect a more perfect separation of the 
acids, the plan pursued is quicker, cheaper 
and sufticiently effective for the purpose 
desired. 


The saponification ot the fat is aceom- 
plished in an apparatus called, in chan- 
dler’s parlance, the ‘‘digester.” It consists 
of a eopper cylinder inclosed within an 
iron one, and a pump arranged to force the: 
contents of the inner cylinder trom the 
bottom to the top. Intothis the fat, which 
has been melted out of the barrels by 
steam, is run and id mixed with lime and 
water. The mixture is kept at a heat of 
600 deg. Fah. by steam which is let into 
the outer cylinder at a pressure of two 
hundred and fifty pounds to the square 
inch. The water, being the heavier, sinks 
to the bottom of the copper cylinder, 
whence it is pumped and thrown on a per- 
forated plate above the fat, that it may fall 
through it in many little streams. This 
agitation is kept up for eight or nine 
hours, after which it is found that the lime 
has united with the fat acids and formed a 
soap, while the water has consorted with 
the dissociated glycerine. The contents of 
the cylinder, after being permitted to re- 
main at rest for a time, separate into two 
strata, the lime goap on top, the crude 
glycerine and water below. These are 
blown off to separate vats by the power of 
steam. It is from the candle factories 
that the enormous supply of glycerine 
comes, which is now.a very important arti- 
cle of trade. A few years ego it was wasted ; 
now it is sent to the manufacturing chem- 
ist, who purifies it by distillation and fil- 
tration through bone charcoal, and puts it 
upon the market. Not less than three mil- 
lion two hundred thousand pounds of 
glycerine are produced by the candle fac- 
tories and utilized every year in this 


the high-water mark of the progress in 
candle-making which began fifty years 
ago. Unlike its primitive predecessor, 
the tallow dip, it is a product of scientific 
study, and one of the many triumphs of 
philosophic chemistry. The movement 
which effected a complete revolution in the 
industry, and ran a rapid growth after 
oucé it was started, was an outcome of the 
discoveriés of M. E. Chevreul, the French 
chemist, published to the world in 1823, 
in his book, ‘‘Recherches sur leg Corps 
Gras, d'origine animale.” In it lies the 
foundation of all our present knowledge of 
the chemistry of fatty oils, and this kmowl- 
edge is the starting point of modern can- 
dle-making. Chevreul established 







































































scientific fact that, as a rule, all fatty oils, 
both liquid and solid, are neutral com- 
pounds of g'yceriae and the so-called fatty 
acids. In tallow and other candle fats, 
these acids are stearic and oleic. A third 
acid, called margaric, also enters in small 
proportions, but it oecupies very little at- 
tention. Stearic acid is a crystalline sub- 
stance, unctuous to the toueh, but not 
greasy. It melts at a temperature a little 
short of 150 deg., and when burned 
through a wick gives out a white and clean 
light. Oleic acid is liquid at common tem- 
peratures, and was the cause of the melting 
of the old tallow candles at a temperature 
50 deg. lower than is withstood by pure 
stearic acid. The glycerine base caused 
them to burn yellow, and to smoke with 
an offensive odor. The discovery of the 
chemical properties of these cousituent 
elements of candle fat led with asingle 
step to the fundamental idea of the im- 
provement in cand/e-making: the oleic 
acid and glycerine are deleterious to the 
candle, and must be removed; and all the 
steps since taken—and they followed hard 
on the heels of the first—have looked to the 
doing of this in the most expeditious and 
cheap manner, and the perfection of the 
moulding machinery. Naturally the first 
processes were chemical, but they puta 
great obstacle of costliness in the way of 
the manufacture which almost proved 
fatal. The early industry, after surmount- 
ing this difficulty by combining mechan- 
ical means with chemical in separating and 
purifying the fats, again came near 
suffering shipwreck from another 
cause. It was found by _—itthe 
French chandlers, to whom belongs 
much credit for developing as well as 
originating the modern method, that the 
stearic acid on cooling in the mould crys- 
tullized, and the candles became unsightly, 
brittle and uneven of combustion. The 
remedy appeared to lie in breaking the 
grain of the acid, and this was done by 
the introduction of 4 powder. Unfortu- 
nately, white arsenic was the powder 
chosen, and the result was so noticeably 
injurious to health that Chevreul’s discov- 
eries were brought into disrepute, and the 
early art of stearic acid candle-waking was 










































almost aunibilated. Better study found a 
simple and harmless remedy to lie in low- 
ering the temperature of the acid before 
pouring it into the mould, and in heating 
the mould to receive it. Improvements 
were also successively made in the methods

The chemical 
principle involved is the same asin the 
more laborious process of saponification; 
the glycerine base has been supplanted 
by the lime base, and this must now begot 
rid ef. The sulphuric Acid takes hold of 
the lime, forming sulphate of lime, and .- 
the acids float off free. In these vats, 
between which the paths are narrow and 
the walks greasy, the liquid settles in three 
strata—the first, the fat acids, now free of 
their base, but still mingled; the second, 
an acid water; the third, sulphate of lime, 
a waste. They areeasily drawn oft without 
mixing, and the fat acids, by washing in 
boiling water, are eleaned of all traces of 
the sulphuric acid, and we are now done 
with the chemical processes, and our pro- 
duct is a fat which contains the solia and 
the liquid acids. If cooled rapidly or kept 
agitated while cooling the acids be- 
come eo intermingled that they cannot be 
separated by mechanical means, which at 
this stage of manufacture must replace the 
chemical, on the score of cheapness. If 
the fat is cooled very slowly, however, it 
has been found that the solid acids will 
crystallize, while the liquid acid, the oleic 
which it is desired to banish, will lie 
snugly ensconced between the crystals, to 
be afterward forced out by heavy pressure. 























































The cooling of the fat isa slow process. 
It is run into shallow pans, lined with 
enamel to prevent the acids from eating the 
metal, and permitted to remain in a warm a 
room two orthree days. These pans are aq 
arranged in sections, like alcoves in a li- 
brary, one row of pans underneath the 
other, and each extending a slight distance 
alternately to front or rear beyond the one 
above it. ‘The hot fat is conducted over 
the top of the alcove in a wooden chute, 
and the filling of all the pans down to the , 
floor is accomplished by taking a plug SS 
from the chute immediately over the top 4 
pan. When this is full it overflows at the i‘ 
front end by means of the slight depression 
made at that end, and the overflow is i 3 
caught by the pan below, and so on down i 
to the bottom.

The cakes are wrapped in heavy woolen

making [ ‘“‘Saponified Red Oil.”—Ep. O. P. $ 
& D. R.). The cakes have now been 
squeezed down to less than two-thirds of 
their original thickness, and the mass pre- 
sents a yellowish-white appearance. By 
breaking it, its crystalline texture can still 
be seen despite the fact that the shape ot 
the crystals has been ruined by the pres- ‘ 
sure it has undergone. They are still ea 
somewhat greasy to the touch, for in this 4g 
first pressure only fifty per cent. of the = 
oleic acid has been removed. They now sae 
succeed to a second pressure, this time in 
a horizontal press, and between hollow iron 
plates that are kept hot by steam. Still 
wrapped in the woolen cloths, they are sus- 
pended between the plates in bags ot 
horsehair cloth, and a very heavy pressure 
is applied from the end. When the cakes 
issue from this process they are as white 
almost as snow, very hard and dry, and 
when broken into small particles have a oe 
flaky appearance. The mass is nowalmost Sa 
pure stearic acid, and is ready to be moulded 
into candles. 

These are tne scientific phases through 
which the stearic acid candle goes; what 
follows it is simply the fruit of the invent- 
ive faculty of our day. The visitor 
emerges from dark basewent rooms, where 
he has been moving between tubs and 
under pipes and chutes all dripping with 
liquid grease, into a room on the ground 
floor.

These rods 
are hollow, and the wicks pass continuously 
through them from babbins placed in the 
floor of the frame, Care is exercised to 
have the fat at » temperature just above 
the melting point, to leat the mould to re- 
ceive it, and immediately to cool it rapidly 


by forcing around the tubes a blast of 


co}%, air, so that the fat shall not crystallize 
as it did in the panning. When the can- 
dies are hard, the surplus fat in the 
troughs is removed, and a few turns of a 
handle forces them upward out of the 
moulds and into a rack placed on top of the 
machine to receive them. The lower board 
of the receiving rack is slightly shifted, so 
that the edges of the openings through 
which the candles pass catch the shoulders 
ofthe candles; and prevent them trom 
dropping back into the moulds with the 
piston rods. These rods in expelling the 
tvandles draw up with them wicks for the 
next pouring, and in falling back into po- 
sition pull the wicks taut and into place 
through the middle of the tubes. The 
candles in the rack are left until the next 
mouldful is cold; then the wicks are cut 
by passing a knife between the mould 
frame and the rack, and they are emptied 
into boxes, which are mounted on trucks, 
and pushed from mould to mould. 
Bleaching, polishing, stamping and pack- 
ing are all that remain to be done. The 
first process takes place in the adjoining 
room already mentioned; a few hours of 
sunlight bleaches the yellowish tinge out 
of the fat.. Common grades are then 
rubbed with cloths and packed; better 
grades are polished by a machine, into one 
end of which they are fed by one woman, 
while another packs them into boxes from 
the other. The process is very simple: A 
grooved cylinder receives the candles from 
the feeder, and after carrying them past a 
revolving saw, which cuts off the butts 
evenly, deposits them upon a bed plate 
between the rods of an endless frame with 
linked sides, kept in motion by cog wheels. 
Over this bed plate they roll under a re- 
volving buffer, which gives them a vigor- 
ous brushing from end to end, and gives 
them the beautiful porcelain finish as they 
pass toward the end where they roll off 
into the packer’s box. All grades are 
stamped with the name of the maker, and 
in some instances the trade name of the 
candle. This stamp is melted into them 
by a branding iron as they pass through 
a smal] machine, which, like the polisher, 
is fed by a grooved cylinder.

Syrup of Iodide of Iron. 

The following paper, read before the 
North Carolina Pharmaceutical Association 
by Mr. J. A. Sheets, will be found of in- 
terest to pharmacists : 

Sometime ago I opened a large bottle of 
the syrup iodide of iron, which had been 
received from a New York manufacturer, 
and found it decomposed, the . fluid por-. 
tion very viscid and -of light. brown color 
and filled with granulations of saccharine 
matter, and the bottom of the bottle in- 
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h aheavy deposit of whitewub-| specie gravity 1.817. Sagar of this purity 


gate the matter as to the cause. The 


officinal formula directs that the ferrous 
iodide shall be formed by the union of 
iodine and iron in the presence of water, 
and without heat. It also recommends 
that the solution of the iron salt shall be 
filtered into the syrup which is at 212 de- 
grees Fah.; the boiling point of water, but 
9 degrees below the boiling point of the 
officinal syrup. There is a marked differ- 
ence between our formula and that of the 
British Pharmacopoeia. Its process causes 
the iodide uf irou to be prepared with heat 
and the solution to be mixed with syrup at 
normal temperature. I have always 
thought the use of heat unnecessary in 
preparing this syrup, and the condition of 
the bottle of syrup, before mentioned, has 
confirmed that opinion. It is conceded 
that there is a possibility of the iodide be- 
coming oxidized, to some extent, unless 
the syrup is warm, during the process of 
filtering into it, but it will occur only 
when the solution of the iron salt falls 
from the funnel, on the top of the body of 
syrup, and thus pass through atmospheric 
oxygen before it reaches the protecting in- 
fluence of the solution of sugar. But oxi- 
dation can be prevented by having the 
neck of the funnel pass down into the 
syrup and allow the solution to fall below 
the syrup, and thus escape contact with 
free oxygen. It filters faster than liquids 
generally, on account of its great specific 
gravity. The high temperature directed in 
the officinal formula for the syrup is un- 
derstood to be intended to cause a vacuum 
in the bottle above the syrup, and by this 
means expel the air. This would do well 
if other complications did not occur from 
its application, viz.: that hydriodic acid is 
formed when iodine is heated in water, 
and that sugar is decomposed into glucose 
when it is in contact with hydriodic acid. 
As regards the cause of the condition of 
the bottle of syrup, I have come to the con- 
clusion that it was caused by excessive 
heating of the syrup during the addition of 
the solution ef ferrous iodide, thereby 
producing the formation of hydriodic acid, 
and consequently glucose. 


peculiarities of this preparation. I think 
itis the experience of apothecaries that 
their syrup, as prepared by the officinal 
process, becomes brown-colored in the 
upper portion after the containing vial or 
bottle has been about half emptied. This 
change is caused, as is well known, by the 
oxidation of the iron by the atmospheric 
oxygen, thereby liberating the iodine, 
which of course alters the color of the 
syrup. Asit is not proper to dispense a 
decomposed article, some means must be 
used to restore it before allowing it to 
leave the store. Various methods are em- 
ployed to decolorize it, viz.: placing the 
syrup in the direct rays ofthe sun; deox- 
idizing it with hyposulphite of soda; and 
lastly by shaking the syrup witb clean iron 
wire. The first two processes slightly 
change the salt, but not enough to affect 
its therapeutic value. Agitating with wire 
is the best operation when time is not an 
object. But it sometimes happens that it 
is needed immediately, and there are no 
means at hand to obtain a new supply, 
then the hyposulphite is the friend, indeed. 
There is great diversity of opinion as to 
this change of color. Some say that the 
atmospheric oxygen in the bottle produces 
it. Others that light is the cause. I agree 
in the oxygen theory, but only when the 
syrup is below the standard specific 
gravity. Otherwise I think the heat di- 
rected in the formula is the reason, gener- 
ally; for there are other points to be con- 
sidered in this connection, viz.: that the 
wire used is free from oxidation and con- 
tamination with other metals (copper and 
lead ure frequently associated with it), and 
that the sugar is of standard purity. 


Before I close I will call your 
attention to the quality of the 
sugar used, and the process for making it 
into a syrup to be employed in preparing 
the syrup of the iodide of iron. The offi ' 
cinal formula directs that the syrupus sim- 
plex is to be made from ‘‘double-refined” 
‘sugar, ahd that the syrap must be of the

It may not be 
out of place to comment on some other 
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is obtainable. It may be called double- 
refined, but some manufacturers do not 
use the proper care to prevent its contain- 
ing blood, charcoal, &c. Others manipu- 
late it with ultramarine, a pigment com- 
posed of silicate of alumina and sulphide 
of soda. The contrast of the peculiar blue 
with the sugar makes it appear whiter. So 
when the sugar looks ‘‘queer,” I think the 
syrup made from it should be clarified. 
This can be done easily by agitating the 
hot syrup with egg albumen that has been 
well beaten, and straining it when cold 
through several thicknesses of good flan- 
nel. Another precaution to be observed, 
in regard to the syrup used, is that it 
must be free from fermentation. If it 
effervesces when a full bottle of it is 
shaken, it should not be used. Every 
apothecary makes his simple syrup ac- 
cording to his individual recipe. At least 
very few make it of the strength of the 
authoritative one. All syrups that are so 
prepared should never be used in this 
preparation. In conclusion, I will recom- 
mend the followirg points to be observed 
in producing this valuable agent: First— 
The iodine to be free of moisture as possi- 
ble. Second——Use the best iron wire, and 
have it thoroughly clean. Third--The 
water should be of reasonable purity. 
Fourth—Use only the purest granulated 
sugar (you cannot examine “crushed” 
sugar so well). Fifth—Make the solution 
of the ferrous iodide without heat. Sixth 
—Have the syrup cold when it is mixed 
with the solution; and last, keep the syrup 
in one bottle.

A New Source of Glucose. 

A dispatch from Philadelphia states that 
a company is being formed by a number of 
capitalists in that city to‘‘make glucose 
from cassava, a tuber which grows luxuri- 
ously in the southern part of the United 
States. 
portant article of commerce during the 
past few years, and the consumption of it 
has reached 200,000 tons in this country 
alone, and a large quantity is imported. 
It has been made heretofore from corn, 
which has advanced so much this year as 
to make this much-needed article quite ex- 
pensive. The demand for it is very large, 
and exceeds the supply. Heretofore the 
profits of manufacturing it have been very 
great, at the rate paid for corn during the 
past few years. During the trial of a re- 
cent lawsuit in New York it came out in 
evidence that the Buffalo Grape Sugar 


Glucose has become a very im- 


Company sold to one agency $100,000 worth ; 


of grape sugar or glucose per month, That 
company 1s now using nearly 6,000 bushels 
of corn every day in the week. A bushel 
of corn, weighing 56 pounds, will yield 30 
pounds of sugar or glucose. The average 
net profit on a bushel of corn is between 
40 and 50 cents. The prospectus of the 
company now being formed to make glu- 
cose gives some comparisons as to the cost 
of raising corn and cassava. The average 
production of corn in the States of Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Ohio, Michigan, and 
Illinois is 35 bushels to the acre. The 
amount of glucose produced from one 
bushel is 30 pounda, or 1,050 pounds to the 
acre. Well authenticated evidence is at 
hand to the effect that 20 tons of cassava to 
the acre is no unusual crop in Florida. 
This, at 56 pounds to the bushel, would 
give a yield of over 700 bushels peracre, or 
at the rate of 30 pounds ot glucose per 
bushel, would produce over 21,000 pounds 
of glucose per acre, A comparisun of the 
yield of glucose from corn and cassava 
shows that 1,000 acres of corn yields about 
500 tons of glucose; 1,000 acres of cassava 
yields about 10,000 tons of glucose.” 


Chemical and Scientifle Notes. 


The Genie Civil, in an article on water glass, 
some time ago, gave the following proportions 
used by English manufacturers for producing 
this article by fusion in crucibles: Pure quartz, 
45 parts; powdered alkaline carbonate, 23 
parts; charcoal, 3 parts. Another recipe is: 
Quartz sand, 100 parts; caustic soda or potash, 
48 parts; and charcoal powder, 5 parts. Or, 
washed quartz sand, 65 parts; anhydrous alka- 
line carbonate, 34 parts; and charcoal powder, 4 


parts. The mixture is heated to redness until 


entirely fused, and the contents are cast on tin

PHARMACEUTICAL ITEMS. 


The Reduction of Copper Solutions 
by Glucose. 
The Chemists’ Journal publisbes the fol- 
lowing from advance sheets of ‘“ Allen’s 
Commercial Organic Chemistry .” 


The reduction of copper solution by glucose, 
appears first to have veen utilized by 
Trommer. Frommberz suggested the em- 
ployment of a citrate to keep the cupric 
oxide in solution. Modifications of tne ord- 
inary alkaline tartrate solution have veen 
devised by Barreswil, Poggiale, Rosenthal, 
Chevalier, Boussingault, Keveil, Febling, 
Strohl, Viollette, Magneshahens, Lowen- 
thal, Joulie, Possoz, etc. Loewe employed 
glycerin instead of a tartrate. Variou 
treatments of the precipitated cuprous ox- 
ide have been proposed by the following 
chemists» “*“"“im og the oxide in hy- 


oer oe 


drochloric acid. anti titrates with perman- 
ganate. Brunner dissolves in an acid solu- 
tion of ferric chloride, and estimates the 
reduced iron by bichromate or permangan- 
ate. Champion and Pellet dissolve the 
precipitate in hydrochloric acid and chlorate 
of potassium, boil off free chlorine, and 
titrate the liquid with stannous chloride. 
Girard and Soxhlet reduce the cugrous ox- 
ide in hydrogen, and weigh the metallic 
copper. Muter dries the cuprous oxide at 
100 deg. C., and weighsit as Cu2 0. O’Sul- 
livan and other operators ignite the precip- 
itate strongly, and weigh as CuO. Ferdin-. 
and-Jean dissolves the cuprous oxide 
in hydrochioric acid, and weighs 
the metallic silver precipitated on 
adding ammoniacal silver nitrate, 
Maumene uses an excess of copper solution, 
filters, adds ammonia to the filtrate, and 
estimates the residual copper by titration 
with sodium sulphide, for which Perrot 
sulistitutes potassium cyanide, Lastly, 
Pavy adds ammonia to the alkaline cupric 
solution and runs in the sugar solution till 
the hot liquid is discolorized.

Metallic Trees.

Dissolve 1 oz. of sugar of lead 
in a quart of distilled or filtered rain-water, 
adding a few drops of acetic acid: Filter, 
and put the clear solution into a decanter or 
bottle. Suspendin it a piece of zinc, and 
set it aside. (2) Siiver tree. Dissolye 20 
grs. of crystallized nitrate of silver in an 
ounce of distilled water : put it intoa phial, 
and add about }¢ a drachm of pure quick 
silver. (3) ‘Tin Tree. Dissolve 3 drs. of 
chloride of tin in a pint and a half of water, 
with 10 or 15 drops of nitric acid, and sus- 
pend in it a rod of zine.
